It would be the biggest development ever to 
hit Lower Bucks, with the exception of the U.S. 
Steel’s location here in the early 1950s. 
The Bucks County Park Board moved ahead 
rapidly in the past year 
with 
its plan 
for 
a 


county park system. Much land was acquired and 


the future looks bright for the board’s project. 
With almost 2,000 acres already acquired, 
the 
board plans eventually to have more than 9,000 
acres available to the public. 


School construction continued to make news. 
Pennsbury, the parochial schools, Neshaminy, 
and other school districts announced plans for ex­ 
pansion. The Bucks County Technical School pro­ 
posed to double its facilities and will, apparent Iv 
do so within the next few years. 


According to figures of the Bucks County In­ 
dustrial Development Corporation, the number of 
persons employed in Lower Bucks is on the rise, 
as industry expands. The state employment serv­ 
ice reported more job placements in 1963 than 
in previous years.
